Los Alamos, N. M. (JP)—There 


is no cemetery here in the birth- 
place of the atom bomb. 


That fact is a clue to the biggest 


defect of living in a government- 
built community that is ideal in 
many ways. 


As one of the 12,800 worKers in 


this heart center of America's 
atomic weapon research put it: 


"People come, people go. 
But 


nobody really feels it is home. 
Very few expect to die here, and I 
guess that is why there isn't any 
cemetery." 


Los ' lamos today is perhaps the 


most unusual community in the 
nation. When it was conceived in 
1943 it was thought it would never 
grow beyond a population of 700. 


Now it is a small city of nearly 


13,000 scientists and technicians, 
sprawling over several mesas in an 
isolated, 86,000-acre, closely guard- 
ed reservation in the Jemez Moun- 
tains of Northern New Mexico. It 
is still growing rapidly, and work 
is under way on a new $20 million 
dollar laboratory. 


The 
chief 
industry of this 


strange city is to develop better 
instruments for widespread atomic 
death yet by most yardsticks of so- 
ciology it is a dream city. 


There are no slums here. There 


is no unemployment. The city has 
a fine school system. It has won- 
derful recreation facilities, includ- 
ing a basebaH'field, swimming pool, 
ice skating rink, ski lift, and its 
own small symphony orchestra. 


Unlike most other cities through- 


out the land, it has no major park- 
ing problems. The crime rate is 
unbelievably low. The intelligence 
level of its citizens is perhaps the 
highest achieved by any city ^in 
history. 


There are more than 80 social 


and 
professional 
organizations. 


There are 14 organized church 
groups. 


The happy shouts of children 


and the barking of dogs ring across 
the neat, well-tended lawns all 
day long. 


Why, 
then, isn't Los Alamos a 


perfect place to live? 


A major source of discontent is 


that nobody here can own his own 
home in Los Alamos. He can only 
rent it from the government. 
Many workers leave because of 
this. They want to settle down in 
a place where they can own their 
own house. 


An American doesn't want to 


die in a town where he can't even 
buy a homesite. Los Alamos will 
be here for a long, long time. It 
is vital to the nation. 


But it will never be a real city 


until the people who work here 
have a feeling of ownership and 
community 
interest—until 
they 


can buy a home and a graveyard 
plot. 


Until this happens—if it ever 


does-^-Los Alamos will remain only 
a government collection of brilliant 
intellectuals in transit, their minds 
here, their hearts elsewhere.

"Lefty" McCleUan and BUI Chad- 


well, who normally would be polic- 
ing and maintaining these Picnic 
Areas, have had to return -to look- 
out tower duty where they will re- 
main until the weather breaks. 


In he meantime, each forest 


guest, who uses the facilities, pro- 
vided at'such areas- as Heart's 
Content, Morrison Run, Allegheny, 
Sandstone Springs- and Kennedy 
Springs Picnic .Areas, can help 
greatly by carefully disposing of 
the f od scraps in the garbage cans 
provided, and burning the -papers 
in the tire grates.

Lightning Causes 
$5,1)00 Barn Fire 


Corry Journal: A lightning bolt 


In the midst of a brief 
thunder- 


ower ai 5 p. m. Tuesday touch- 


ed off a $5,000 barn fire at the 
home of V. D. Howard on the Pici- 
dilli Hill road just east of the city 
limits. 


The flames were discovered al- 


most immediately by employes of 
the Warren County Highway De- 
partment who were working on re- 
paving the road. They summoned 
Columbus firemen but before the 
latter could arrive the barn was 
beyong saving. 


With the assistance of the high- 


way crew, who hauled water 
for 


the Columbus truck from the farm 
of John Boleratz, firemen 
were 


able to wet down a two car gar- 
age and the 
Howard dwelling, 


about 75 feet away, and prevent 
the flames from 
spreading 
to 


them. 


The flames broke out only two 


hours after Roy Swart, who was 
using the barn, had completed stor- 
ing new mown and -baled hay there. 
Fortunately, Swart, who had used 
a new elevator to stack the hay 
bundles, had removed the piece of 
equipment about 3 o'clock hi the 
afternoon. 


In addition to the hay, several 


pieces of farm equipment, includ- 
ing a drill and mowing machine 
owned by Mr. Howard, were lost in 
the flames. 


Columbus firemen, visibly per- 


turbed over the antics of three mo- 
torists, reported the license num- 
bers of three vehicles were obtain- 
ed and will be turned over to State 
Police. The 
offending 
motorists 


who followed the fire truck to the 
scene left their care parked in 
such a manner as to completely 
block the roadway, preventing the 
Columbus truck from leaving in 
case of on emergency or the truck 
from Corry reaching the scene if 
firemen had been called.

Miles Horst, state Agriculture sec- 
retary. 
• Horst also announced he has ob-

lower in scattered markets, but 
meat prices as a whole had not 
yet reflected recent declines at 
the livestock and wholesale levels. 
Most beef, veal, pork and chick- 
en items were about unchanged, 
as were dairy products. 


Top grade eggs advanced 2 to 


4 cents a dozen in many places, 
continuing the slow rise which us- 
ually accompanies a seasonal hot- 
weather decline in production and 
the growing difficulty of maintain- 
ing top egg quality.* 


Potatoes, after last week's sharp 


decline, levelled off pricewise and 
then turned higher as heavy rains 
in some growing areas, particu- 
larly Virginia, cut down shipments 
and trimmed overall supplies. 


Most markets* received consid- 


erably larger supplies of such sea- 
sonal fruits as cherries, berries, 
grapes, 
peaches, 
watermelons, 


plums, apricots and canteloupes 
this week. But rising 
tempera- 


tures in many big population cen- 
ters sent demand for these items 
soaring, too, and prices of most 
edged higher. 


Only canteloupes and Western 


grapes showed any notable price 
downtrend. Canteloupes moved in- 
to what the Agriculture Depart- 
ment called the reasonable price 
range in most markets—and top- 
ped the week-end produce specials 
in many.

Annual Flowers Sown Late 
Take Less Time to Bloom 


Early summer is not too late to 
sow flower seeds in the garden. 
By choosing varieties which germi- 
nate quickly and grow fast, flowers 
may be had almost as soon as 
from seeds sown much earlier, 
which may have been delayed by 
cold weather. 
For best results seeds should be 
sown where the plants are to grow, 
so they will suffer no setback from 
transplanting. Since hot, dry days 
may soon arrive, special precau- 
tions should be taken to prevent 
Crusting of the soil, and drying out. 
Loosen the soil to a depth of six 
Inches, spading under 2 to 4 pounds 
of plant-food for each 100 square 
feet. Mix small seeds with dry 
sand to, help scatter them well. 
Large seeds of plants which need 
plenty of room may be sown two or 
three seeds in each spot where a 
plant is wanted, to be thinned" out 
later to a single plant. 


Cover the seeds lightly, with por- 
ous soil containing no clay. A spe- 
cial covering soil may be prepared 
by mixing fine top soil or peat with 
an equal amount of sand or vermi- 
culite. Keep the soil moist by sprin- 
kling with v a fine spray until the 
seeds germinate and the plants be- 
gin to grow welL 
"

within five to ten days after sowing 
include the following:

Alyssum, 
Amatanthus, 


Aster, Calendula, CalUopsis, Candy- 
tuft, Celosia, Centaurea, Cheiran- 
thus, Cosmos, Dianthus, California 
Poppy, Godetia, Linaria, Lobelia, 
Lupins, Marigolds, Nicotians (flow- 
ering tobacco), Annual Phlox, Por- 
tulaca, Mignonette, Schisanthus, 
Viola, Zinnia, Nasturtium. 


The, fastest growing annual is 
leptosyne Stillmanii, producing yel- 
low daisies, - which flowers in five 
Weeks from the time seed is sown. 
In two more weeks zinnias will be- 
gin to bloom.

Fantasy Zinnias, 


asters and calendula; but these will 
begin to flower in late August, and 
continue through the, fall, when cool 
weather is to their liking, and they 
produce their best flowers. 
..Giant zinnias are still most popu- 
lar; with the super-giant strain 
leading because of the pastel colors 
of its blossoms. It is only obtainable 
in a mixture, but all the colors are 
harmonious, and they are lovely 
both as-cut flowers and in the bor- 
der. The small, bushy plants' of the 
lilliput and pumila zinnias are 
growing rapidly in favor. There are 
pink, red, orange, yellow and lav- 
ender varieties. 


Marigolds may be obtained in 
sizes varying from the tiny single 
flowers, half an inch in diameter, 
which cover the dwarf bushy plants 
of the variety' gnome, to the huge 
six-inch globular flowers of the Sun- 
set Giants variety.
